The 
dividend of the Notth-German Lloyd will thus 
fall considerably bel w.that of the Hamburg- 
American Line, which will: pay a dividend at 
least three times as large as that of the Bremen 
Company, The. shipping-rate. war with the 
Cunard pecipeny has inflicted considerable 
damage on both the German companies, but 
Abe: losses which have been sustained by the 
North-German: Ltoyd are: far greater than 
those which the {amburg-American Line has 
suffered, since the passenger traffic constitutes 
the chief source of the Bremen company's 
tevenues, The extensive and profitable sale 
and chartering .f ships to Russia enabled the 
Hamburg-American Line to counterbalance 
the losses sustained in ordinary passenger 
traffic and to cain considerable advantages into 
the bargain, with the result that a larger dividend 
will be distributed than last year. , 
‘RELATIONS WITH THE INTERNATIONAL 
MERCANTILE MARINE COMPANY, 

With regard. to the’ relationship which has 
been established between the two German 
shipping. companies and the International 
Mercantile Marine Company, it may be recalled 
that the International Mercantile Marine Com- 
pany participates in the total profits of the two 
German companies to the extent of the 
dividend able on 25 per cent, of the 
share capital, while the trust guarantees 
to them on the same amount an annual 
interest of 6 per cent. on the share capital. 
The Hamburg-American Line has. been 
able sucessfully to effect the lapse of this 
Agreement, which would have deprived it of a 
considerable portion of it profits'for this year. 
This, however, has not been the case with the 
North-German Lloyd Company. It may accor- 
Gingly be assumed that the International Mer- 
cantile Marine Company will come to the aid 
of the Bremen company with a subsidy of at 
least 3 per cent on 25,000,000, - marks 
($1,250,000) of the share’ capital, Last year 
no obligation was entgijed either upon the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine Company or 
upon tha German steamship lines under the 
above mentioned clauses oftheagreement, since, 
in view of the 6 per cent, divident paid by the 
North-German Lloyd Company,.as by the 
HamburgeAmerican Line, the account wits the 
Internatronal Company wae made to balance. 

The total profits of the North«German Linyd 
Jast year amoynted (0 (26511,127 marks 
(66,325,556) and the net profits to 6.459048 
marks (£322 952), ‘The North-German Lloyd 
Company has recently placed orders with 
German shipbuilding firms for six steamers of 
The German 
Austrajian Steamghip Company has also order. 
ed three steamers, two of which are being 
constructed in Germany, while the third is 
being built by the firm of Messrs, Swan, 
Huoter, and Co,, in the Tyne. It is state: 
that this increase in the company’s fleet has 
been rendered necsssary by the growth of the 
traffic which, in view of the favourable -condi- 
tion of Australian trage and the certain pros- 
pect of an Improvement sooner or later in the 
situation in South Africa, may, moreover, bo 
expected to.assume dimensions for which' the 
company must make eyery preparation in 
advance, : 

COMPETITION WITH DUTCH AND 
DANISH COMPANIES. 

The negotiations which were instituted by 
the Hamburg-A merican Line, and the shipping 
firm of Messrs. Freitas in Hamburg with a 
‘view to acquiring by purchase 1,020,000 gu]- 
dens’ (£84,256) worth of shares in the Holland: 
American Line have proved fruitless, and have 
consequently been broken off. A sturdy op- 
position [manifested itself in. Holland agaiust 
tha proposed intrusion of German shipping 
compasies in Dutch shipping interests, The 
principle of nationality played an important 
part in the fallure of these by Falta bo that 
the German companies were finally compelled 
to withdraw their offer, 

The new Scandinavian service of the 
Hamburg-American Line which has been 
established by the German company. from the 
ports of Stettin, Copenhagen, Gothenburg, and 
the West Coast of Norway has aroused con- 
siderable excitement and dissatisfaction in 
ubipping cjrcles in Denmark by reason of the 
cornpetion to'which the Danish steamship 
linea are subjected, Negotiations have been 
got on foot between the Danish companies gnd 
the Hamburg-American Line with 9 view to 
putting an end to the war of rates, and there 
would seem to be every prospect of a favaure 
able settlement.

Sekimoto a general outline of his scheme, 
‘This corresponds to Sekimoto's evidence under 
review). The witness also stated that after 
the accused had piven him this chit he began to 
place great confidence in him and was diligently 
engaged in tbe detection of secrets. Onshe 19th 
of October the accused told witness that the 
former could not make any useless communi- 
cation, The witness asked hin what kind of 
matters he was going to communicate, The 
necused reptied that, as there could be no 
doubt that Kuropatkin would make a counter 
attack on Liaoyang be wanted to know, firstly, 
how many men were really killed and wounded 
on the Japanese side at the battle of Liaoyang 
and other places ; secondly, whether the Japa- 

nese army would make a further ‘attack or take 
winter quarters at Liaoyang or other places ; 
Uhirdly, whether preparations for an attack un 
Vladivostock would be taken or not. ‘The ac- 
cused said that were these thice, points dis 
covered and reported upon it would not he 
necessary for himto doany work, He therefore 
asked the witness to investiyate these points 
without (ail, From the above statement of the 
witness it is not dificult to see how strenuously 
the accused engaged himself in finding out 
Japanese military secrets. Moreover, the 
aceused’s wife, a Russian woman, having left 
Japan, he had nubody ta provide for, Io des- 
patching the accused a Russian officer would 
not be so Unwise as to give hima thousand 
dollars or allow him to take a Cupy of the 
ciphers without first ascertaining the deter- 
mination and ability of the accused. More+ 
over, according to the submission made by the 
accused the arrangement was that a remittance 
wold be made to him from the officer accord- 
ing to the value of the communication, [0 is 
therefore casy to see that ifthe imualter com. 
municated by the accused were untouaded or 
well-known, such matters being worthless, the 
officer would not have sgnt him ny culnpensa- 
toa. 

It nay be considered iherelote quite natural 
for the accused to have done all in his power 
to sectire military secrets, dt 19 certainly clear 
that the plea of the accused i yroundess when 
to the above evidence the facis admitted by the 
accused are‘added, namely, the mods of com:

Some interesting light is throwa an the 
character of Admiral Rojestvensky, Those 
who have ‘seen and spoken with bia say he is 
an upright and pleasant gentleman, albert ex: 
ceedingly strict and secretive; and on his 
ships he knows absolutely no distinction, . His 
officers and men: are allowed no shore leave, 
butare kept under strict discipline; and any 
shortcomings or disobedience are punished in 
an exemplary manner. ‘Itis said, furthernore, 
thut he never communicates the ‘contents 
of telegrams he receives from St. Peters 
burg even to ohis most distinguished 
officers; and that the commanders of the other 
vessels of the fleet simply yet their instruc: 
tions to take Such and such a course, without 
knowing what their ultimate destination is to 
be, The Admiral is constantly in touch with 
the shure aud smporlant despatches are. fre- 
quently sent to him, When a collier has 
finished its task and has no more to do the
